Tho Colonies havo been unitod ovor 
eighteen months, and yot by an inex- 
cusable nogligonco or ignoranco in 
framing tho constitution, wo do not 
know to*day whothor wo havo a Chief 
Justico or an Admiralty Judge ; wo 
scarcoly know wuoro tho jurisdiction 
of our CourtB begins— most certainly 
not whero it ends. How came all this 
nonsonBO to exist in an English com- 
munity, or how it is toloratcd wo may 
well ask ?
